Miss Virginia . Watson, who has
been doing special work in har-
mony and musical theory at the
University of Southern California,
‘has been engaged to assist in the
music department. For the other
departments of dramatic art and
dancing teachers will be provided
from the conservatory as there is
need of them.

Well Established

In the 43 years that have passed
since the founding of the Los An-
geles conservatory, it has estab-
lished itself as a leading school in
music and allied arts. It has not
only built up a large following in
its main establishment, but it has
set up many bragches in the
smaller cities of this section which
have contributed to its success, and
some of which have had a surpris-
ing. growth, An instance of the in-
terest which has been aroused is
shown in Alhambra, where a branch
was set up early this year which
now has an enrollment of 300
pupils.

‘Work in Torrance will be carried
on for the present at the residence
of Miss Teal, 1304 Portola avenue,
but as soon as it is warranted
regular studio rooms will be- ‘ac-
quired in a downtown location.

FEELING VERY HAPPY
Is the process of self-determina-

{tion in colleges increasing? or, to

deflate these “high-brow” words, is
the right to just what one pleases
on the increase among the students
in our higher institutions?

A while ago I told you about, the

Harvard idea that seniors need not
attend classes unless they had the
urge; and now there blossoms forth
this idea: “The days of compulsion
at the university are drawing to a
close, If students do not like the
professor, or if his instruction is
incompetent, then students have the
inaliengble right to walk out.”
Shades of John Harvard, Elihu
Yale and William Rainey Harper
ask you: “Whither are we drift-
li\g?”
Under these two revolutionary
schemes the deans could discover
two things: which werg the earnest
students, and which instructors
taught. effectively. Two things well
worth discovering.

The question is: How would
these plans work out? Let's see
what happened when Dartmouth
College made religion attractive
and at the same time removed the
compulsory feature of attendance
upon chapel,

In 1924 morning chapel was made
voluntary. Instead of heing obliged
to get out of bed at 7:30 and at-
tend the 7:45 ¥weligious exercises,
the boys might attend at 5:30 p.m,
if they so desired. The services are
short and the college glee club
comprises the chorus.

What more could one desire?
Freedom, brevity, good singing, Did
the attendance on the self-deter-
mination basis jump to #standing
room only"?

It did not. Under the old com-
pulsory system the average chapel
attendance was around one thou-
sand Under the new voluntary
system the ‘average attendance
ranges from forty to seventy-five
students! Clearly two things have
been discovered: which are the
carnest students of religious living;
and what the students, as a group,
think of their religious instruetion,

.

YOUR GIRL

The religious director says; ‘T
feel very happy about the entlrely
new spirit that has come with the
abolition of compulsion. In the
recent past daily services were
worse than a joke—blasphemy un-
der the name of religion. The men
would cough, read books and maga-
zines, and talk with one another.
Even during the Sunday services,
when some very excellent musical
programs were given, there was
always the feeling that the lid
might blow off at any minute, This
undercurrent of-—unrest -and —bore-
dom was by no means peculiar to
Dartmouth. The same thing will be
found wherever compulsion exists.
T would rather have fifty interested
men coming here willingly than fif-
teen hundred eoming because they
must.” ‘
“I fail to see any cause for “feel-
ing very happy.” Given the same
self-determination in classroom in-
struction, I can picture similar re-
sults, They would not be so pro-
nounced, of course, because after
all there would remain the compul-
sion of passing examinations and
acquiring eredits toward degrees, so
a wholesale desertion of the class-
room would not “occur. Still, -the
experiment is radical. It would be
interesting to observe the results
of guch a procedure.
